We think it could be han- 
dled well if the DP law were changed 
so those DPs wishing to come to this 
country would be bound to serve a 
period of three to five years in some 
industry where labor or skill is needed 
or in a U.N. army. Should the DPs 
not wish to give this country that 
much of their service, they should be 
deported. I believe we can find enough 
floor-sweepers already in our country 
for a wage of $1.38 an hour.

THE DURABLE ROK 


South Korea’s troops show guts and shortcomings 


in an unsuccessful attack on Red-held Hill 626 
hy DAVID DOUGLAS DUNCAN 


Early in the war the troops of the Republic of Korea seemed to disin- 
tegrate as the Red juggernaut rolled. Then as the Gls arrived, they 
were at first considered a nuisance, But the Rok (for Republic of Kon 
rea) army was more durable than anybody thought. Some South 
Koreans are being recruited into U.S. divisions, Here Lie’s David 
Douglas Duncan tells how one Rok regiment did in action last week. 


Dug in beside a brook, deep in the mud, were gun crews of the Republic 
of Korea's 17th Regiment, best outfit in the Rok Army. Early in the war, 
brilliant young Colonel Paik In Yup led the 17th in a counterattack that 
actually carried across the 38th Parallel. Surrounded, the unit fought 
southward to join the U.N. forces. Now Colonel Paik (above), who had 
been promoted to command of the Rok Capital Division, had directed 
the 17th to take a mountain near P’ohang. The artillerymen aimed 75s 
toward the peak of the mountain, which maps identified as Hill 626 since 
it is 626 meters high. It is a scrub-covered horseshoe, the prongs of which 
curve down across the valley. When I arrived on the second day of the 
attack, the Communists held the peak and the pillbox which dominated 
it. The 17th had been reporting glowing successes, and that very day had 
sent back word that 282 counted enemy dead had fallen on the mountain. 
Actually the attack was over a day behind schedule, and no live South 
Koreans were within 1,000 yards of the peak. I went forward on a flank- 
ing ridge with Lieut. Colonel Franklyn Paris, a member of the Korean 
Military Advisory Group, who are under strict instructions from U.S. 
Headquarters to give advice but not orders. To our surprise and delight 
the attack was starting to roll. Rok troops were flitting through the scrub 
timber far below. Then just before noon, as the South Koreans neared the 
almost barren knob, the mountain top was hit with everything but light- 
ning. Our artillery and mortars dropped shells right along the crest of the 
enemy peak. Machine gunners all along our ridge sent out piercing fire, 
which was easy to follow as their tracers whipped across the ravine. 
Then enemy mortars opened up. At first the Roks tried to continue up- 
ward but the Reds shortened range and rained fire right down on their 
heads. The Roks withdrew slightly to dig in, and the explosions died away. 
I cut down from our flanking ridge to cross the ravine and climb Hill 
626 just behind the dug-in South Koreans. Several times I passed peasant 
carriers bending under loads of rifles dropped by wounded. I had begun 
wondering where all of the reported 282 enemy dead were when machine 
guns opened up just ahead. For the next half hour I was pinned down

between two boulders. Choked cries came from up the ridge. As soon as 
the barrage lifted I again plowed forward through the brush. 

The first Rok I found lay flat on his back, his left leg and thigh shat- 
tered. Two of his buddies pulled themselves out of the undergrowth and 
set about to improvise a crude litter of saplings and woven vines. Food 
riers on their way to the troops ahead stepped carefully around the 
little group without a word. I followed them and came upon another sol 
dier with a crushed ankle who was leaning against the trail wall in voice- 
less agony, while his buddy ate his rice ration and waited for someone to 
help carry the wounded man back to the aid station far below. 

Considering the number of shells dropped into the area, there had been 
relatively few casualties, probably not over a dozen. Of the reported 282 
enemy dead along those slopes I saw not one. At the forward positions, 
where the Rok enlisted men were casually receiving their evening rice, 
less than 100 yards from the enemy pillbox, there was no sound but that 
of eating. Even more curious was the fact that among those men I saw 
only two canteens, and I wondered how they survived the midday heat. 

It was nearly dusk when I headed down the mountain to the aid sta- 
tion, which was now deserted. Earlier two mortar shells had fallen in a

nearby village which housed the battalion command post. The Rok com- 
manding officer hastily ordered the area evacuated and moved his CP 
more than a mile back along the road. Now the wounded had an addition- 
al heartbreaking mile to walk, or crawl, before receiving medical care. 

I went back to divisional headquarters at Kigye where the atmosphere 
was poisonous. The division commander, Colonel Paik, was ripping the 
hides off his staff. It was bad enough that his officers should have tried to 
conceal the breakdown of the attack. But the fact that they had left the 
wounded of his beloved 17th Regiment on the heights of Hill 626 seemed 
to drive the thrice-wounded colonel into a chilling fury. When he swung 
his bandaged right hand toward the door that small group of frozen- 
faced men shot out into the night and roared up the road toward the front. 

Tt was a chewing-out performance that I will remember a long time— 
but not as long as I will remember an incident earlier in the day. Across 
the ravine from Hill 626 I came upon two medics bandaging a taut-faced 
peasant woman who had ignored the Army's warning and stayed on her 
land. A Communist shell had driven fragments into her head. As the med- 
ies probed for pieces of steel, her infant son nursed for his breakfast (op- 
posite page). Then a neighbor approached and mumbled a few words. Her 
head flew back and her eyes filled with anguish. She had been told that 
her other son had just died of wounds suffered in the same shellburst.

IDEALS AND ACTION 


NO PRIVATE CENSORS 


As everyone knows, this page is agin Commu- 
nism. It’s agin the phony Stockholm peace ap- 
peal which the Communists have been circu- 
lating. It’s agin letting Commies get away with 
masking themselves as “liberals.” But it’s also 
in favor of a sense of humor, and it doesn’t like 
the dourly Ku Kluxish turn which the cam- 
paign against Communism has recently taken 
in some quarters. 

Specifically we object to the fact that Actress 
Jean Muir was kicked off the television version 
of The Aldrich Family show without even being 
given a chance to explain her reported connec- 
tion with certain fellow traveler, “innocent 
front” organizations. (We don’t approve of 
gullibility, but we don’t like to see it equated 
with subversion or treason in advance of a hear- 
ing.) And just as specifically, if not more so, we 
don’t like the private censorship that has re- 
sulted in the withdrawal, by RCA Victor and 
Columbia Records, Inc., of a “talking blues 
number” called Old Man Atom, presumably on 
receipt of complaints that it “parrots” the cur- 
rent Communist line on peace. The song hap- 
pens to have been written five years ago, by a 
Los Angeles newspaperman named Vern Part- 
low, before there was any Communist “peace 
offensive.” Here’s the way a stanza goes: 


"The answer to it all ain't military datum, 
Like who gets there fustest with the most- 
est atoms, 
No, the people of the world must decide 
their fate, 
‘They gotta get together or—disintegrate 
We hold this truth to be self-evident — 
‘That all men may be cremated equal. 


That's what practically everybody was say- 
ing about the atom bomb in 1946, It is not in 
line with the latest military views of the atom 
bomb’s effectiveness, but that’s no reason why 
any private group of censors should be allowed 
to keep the rest of the U.S. people from buying 
or refusing to buy a recording of Old Man Atom, 
as they choose.

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THE U.S. MUST WORK TO REACH THE GOALS SET BY THE PRESIDENT 


President Harry Truman’s “Report to the 
Nation” on the Korean war was more than 
a “report”; it was also a vigorous affirma- 
tion of American principles, particularly as 
they relate to the conduct of U.S. foreign 
policy. What Harry Truman said, in effect, 
was that the terms of the American proposi- 
tion, which stresses individual freedontun - 
der law, are good for the world; and the for- 
eign policy of the U.S. is to uphold them 
whenever and wherever it can. As the Presi- 
dent put it, “Against the futile and tragic 
course of dictatorship, we uphold, for all 
people, the way of freedom—the way of mu- 
tual cooperation and international peace. 
We assert that mankind can find progress 
and advancement along the path of peace.” 

In the course of upholding its principles 
the U.S. finds itself fighting against depre- 
dation in Korea, Is Asia threatened by our 
action? If anyone thinks so, let him remem- 
ber that our principles led us to help the 
Philippine Islands to establish their inde- 
pendence. No nation in Asia (or elsewhere) 
need fear U.S. “imperialism,” for such im- 
perialism is nonexistent. Soviet imperial- 
ism, on the other hand, is an obvious fact. As 
the President said, “Russia has never vol- 


untarily given up any territory it has ac- 
quired in the Far East; it has never gras 
ave fallen 


independence to any people who hi 
under its control.” 

In asserting American democra 
ism and applying it to foreign policy, 
man leid dews arneries of “atna and jopes”” 
which all Americans can accept (p. 68). 

It is quite in keeping with the American 
aan for Mr. Truman to say that the 

1.S. has pledged itself to seek peace and secu- 
rity through the U.N.; that we believe the 
people of Korea should be free and have no 
ulterior designs on their country; that we 
trust the Korean war can be successfully 
limited; that we are the friends of the Chi- 
nese people and hope they will not be misled 
into imperialist ventures in Korea; that we 
believe the problem of Formosa should be 
settled by international action; that we do 
not believe in preventive or aggressive war; 
that we want peace and freedom—and a cor- 
relative prosperity—for all the peoples of 
the world. In listing the U.S. “aims and 
hopes,” Harry Truman has spoken as the 
President of a whole nation, not as the leader 
of a party. 

After the “preventive war” speech of Sec- 
retary of the Navy Matthews and its official 
repudiation, after the furor kicked up by the 
withdrawal of the MacArthur statement on 
the strategical value of Formosa, the U.S. 
was entitled to a detailed clarification of 
Administration policy. The President has 
provided just such a clarification. 

The clarification is distinctively Ameri- 
can in the way it runs to an assertion of gener- 
al truths. It is also distinctively Ameri 
in its evidence of our great national failing, 
which is to mistake the word for the deed up 
to the very point where crisis is breathing 
down our necks. Americans are for freedom 
in the world, and they are perfectly willing 


to do the easy things to promote such free- 
dom. They have been lavish with loans, pro- 
lific of advice; and, as President Truman 
has pointed out, again in detail, they have 
opposed the spread of Communism by quite 
ponderable action in Greece, Turkey and 
elsewhere. They have taxed themselves to 
support ECA, they have joined in the North 
Atlantic Pact. 

Despite their record of good intentions, 
however, Americans have not always fol- 
lowed through with the action needed to 
make the defense of the West a realistic pos- 
sibility. Although called—or miscalled—a 
pragmatic people, they have yet to do the 
pragmatic things necessary to defend the 
general principles to which we are all com- 
mitted. Like most Americans, President 
Truman doesn’t like to dwell on shortcom- 
ings. He is not a Winston Churchill, willing 
to derive courage from confronting the dark 
and awful record of the past. He has listed 
the successes of the Coll War; but he has 
almost pointedly omitted any reference to 
its failures. We can be glad for the successes, 
but the failures (the loss of China and East- 
ern Europe to Communism) must be men- 
tioned if we are correctly to gauge the mag- 
nitude of the problem we face. “in Western 
Europe alone,” says Harry Truman, “there 
are over 200 million people. Next to ours, 
their industry is the Ford's greatest work- 
shop. They are joining with us to develop 
collective forces for mutual defense. . . .”” 

In speaking thus, the President has una- 
yoidably given the impression that Western 
Europe and the U.S. are vigorously tackling 
the problem of arming themselves against 
the possibility of attack from the practically 
inexhaustible pool of manpower that exists 
in Soviet Russia and in its band of satellite 
nations. But there is no such vigorous ac- 
tion. The Red armies could walk from the 
Elbe to the English Channel in six weeks. 
And if they wanted to hump themselves, 
they could do it in six days.

Proof of adequate action to keep Commu- 
nism from winning in a six-week walk would 
be 50 or more European divisions armed and 
ready to fight, plus 10 additional U.S. divi- 
sions garrisoned in Germany or elsewhere on 
Continental soil. When will these divisions 
be ready? When will France move to deal vig- 
orously with the menace of the huge French 
Communist party? When will the U.S. de- 
velop an Asiatic policy which is capable of 
troubling Stalin on two fronts if he should 
attack in Europe? These questions are left 
unanswered by Mr. Truman’s speech. 

The speech was so admirable in general, 
however, that it would be captious to close 
on a belittling note. President Harry Tru- 
man has sternly warned the would-be ag- 
gressors of 1950 that it will not pay to un- 
derestimate either the resources of the U.S. 
or its will to remain free in a free world. Can 
anyone doubt that he is right?

go I found myself going blind. Within 
five hours I was on my w 


to the hos- 
pital. I recall the doctor's saying that I had 
what he called a “detached retina,” a tiny 
rip in the retina that had separated it from 
the eye wall. The most important thing, he 
said, was for me to get to the hospital im- 
mediately, Without the operation, I recall 
his adding, I would lose the sight of my left 
eye and, as in other cases, the same thing 
could happen to my right eye, resulting in 
total blindness. I recall more vividly, how- 
ever, worrying about a pot of beans I had 
left on the stove, two unhousebroken kit- 
tens at large in the house and a weekend guest 
who had just arrived and was now helping 
conduct his hostess to the hospital. 

Thad some hazy notion that in a few days 
I would be about with a patch on one eye. 
Of course the doctor had said that I would 
be in the hospital for a month, that I would 
be able to do nothing at all for at least three 
months and that I would have to be extreme- 
ly careful for many months after that. But 
TI knew that with two young children and a 
husband hard at work in a government job 
I simply could not take the time to be sick 
for that long. I was quickly put straight, once 
I got settled in the hospital. 

‘The nurse who brought me to my room 
had told me to undress and get into bed at 
once. I could not see at all out of my left eye 
and the other was such an unhappy combi- 
nation of myopia and atropine that I groped 
around until I managed to get ready and 
then felt my way to the bed. It wasn’t until 
I had gotten into it that I realized what was 
wrong. There was no pillow and the foot of

the bed had been raised high so that I lay on 
an uphill slant. While I was puzzling to my- 
self about this a nurse came in. “Ready to be 
blacked out?” she asked g: ot having 
the faintest notion what she was talking 
about, I answered with an equally enthu- 
siastic “Yes!” 

She put drops in my eyes, placed bandages 
over each eye and fastened them down well 
onto my cheeks with what felt like Scotch 
tape. Over these she tied a stiff mask. To my 
groping fingers it felt like a miniature bras- 
siere, and I could tell by feel that it covered 
my forehead to my hairline and left a small 
piece of nose jutting out below. After giving 
me strict orders not to move she left me alone. 


“And don’t cry!” 


HE top of my head rammed against the 

bed head; the mask cut into my nose; 
the late lunch I had gulped in the hurry and 
excitement of going to the hospital churned 
about uneasily in my stomach and then 
moved up to burn somewhere in my chest. 
I rang for the nurse. 

“This is new to me,” I explais 
long do I have to stay like this’ 

“Until the operation and probably for a 
month or so more after that,” she answered 
in that same calm, matter-of-fact tone. 
“You're scheduled for operation in about 
four days. Have to flatten out the retina first. 
You'll probably have to have your feet up 
for about 10 days after the operation. I can’t 
say. All the doctors do differently. All you 
have to do is lie perfectly still without mov- 
ing your head, and keep your eyes looking 
straight ahead. And for heaven’s sake, don’t 


cry. That'll hurt the eye.” She pushed a 
sandbag against each ear. ‘There. That'll 
help keep your head still. You mustn’t move 
your h And for heaven’s sake don’t blow 
your nose, cough or sneeze.” 

T had discomforts and had known a 
number of times before that peculiar type 
of loneliness you experience when you are 
first left by yourself in a hospital room, but 
never before had I encountered anything 
that approached this. I am no superwoman 
and I never did enjoy feeling martyred. My 
first impulse was to rebel with an emotional 
tantrum—to kick, scream, sob. The thought 
of facing a month or more in this position, 
blinded, seemed more than I could bear. My 
heart ached for a look at my husband and 
children, and for a moment the forbidden 
tears welled. 

I spent such a night as T will long remem- 
ber; and while my body worked to adjust 
itself to its inanimate, slanted and blinded 
position, my mind was at work fighting emo- 
tion and self-pity and praying to God for 
strength and courage. 

Even behind the mask, where night and 
day look the same, there is a different feel- 
ing about morning. Things seem brighter. 
My spirits lifted when I heard nurses chat- 
tering in the corridors, the rattle of pans in 
my room and the pleasant “good morning” 
of the nurse who placed a tray under my chin 
and put a tube to my lips. I thought it was 
water and swallowed before I realized it was 
mouthwash. ‘My toothbrush is in my dress- 
ing case over there,” I volunteered helpful- 
ly, waving vaguely at the room. She laughed. 
“You're a detached retina, sweetie pie. We 
don’t brush teeth. Six weeks from now maybe

you can brush your teeth if you're careful. We don’t comb hair 
either. Careful! Don’t move that head! Just let the mouthwash 
run out.” With a towel she caught the stream trickling down my 
neck. “Hungry?” she asked. “Breakfast will be here soon.” 

Theard the clatter of trays and wagons and soon a tray was placed 
by my bed and another voice said, “Hello. I’m feeding you this 
morning.” Another tube proved to be fruit juice, and then sticky 
oatmeal was pushed against my lips. The sip of tepid coffee through 
the tube was wonderful. I drained the two cups like a suction pump, 
I never knew that eye patients must be fed, that in many eye opera- 
tions there is at least a brief period when the patient is completely 
helpless. In my case the helplessness was to last a long time. 

During those first four days, the hardest, I think, of all, my hus- 
hand was allowed to see me only for brief visits. He brought me a 
radio, but the hospital equipment interfered with the reception, so 
I gave it up. I missed reading. Since I had no eyes I had to devise 
a means of reading to myself. In my younger days I had memorized 
poetry and long passages from Shakespeare, for no reason except 
that my sister Alice and I had found it a game that made dishwash- 
ing go faster. At last I had a use for it; 1 could “read” to myself. 
In my strange, quiet world behind the mask I remembered Polonius 

iving advice to his son; I heard Portia extol the quality of mercy; 
{recalled Jessica, Viola, Olivia, Hamlet, Macbeth. Much of Brown- 
ing, Shelley, Tennyson, Keats and Wordsworth came in scattered 
fragments, but I found I could do surprisingly well with Bryant, 
Whittier, Longfellow and Emerson. The Sermon on the Mount and 
some of the Psalms came to my mind in comforting bits. Vanity 
Fair and Pickwick Papers saw me through many long fours. One of 
the nurses told me later of another detached retina case, a music 
teacher, who spent her time seeing scores and playing the most 
intricate piano concertos in her mind. 

Most important, I had to avoid any thoughts that made me emo- 
tionally upset in any way. The woman’s natural luxury of a good 
ery was denied me. { would not let my husband or the nurses read 
any letters of sympathy to me; I did not let myself think about the 
outcome of the operation, or whether I might be disfigured. To do 
this I found I had to rule myself with an iron hand, for I am natu- 
rally emotional. I worked out a system of thinking—by replacing 
thoughts with pleasant ones before the unpleasant thought gets a 
akawesito develops leseally wens.

B: the fourth day the retina was flattened sufficiently for the 


operation. My first special nurse came on duty that day. Just 

fore I left for the operating room she brushed my hair and plaited 

it in several dozen tiny pigtails, fastening the ends of each with rub- 

ber bands. “That'll cut down some on the matting,” she informed 

me. “You won't be able to get your hair combed for a long, long 
time. You may,” she added frelpfully, “have to get a crew cut.” 

I must have been a sight as they placed me on the cart to go to 
the operating room, with my spikes of hair, black mask and short 
hospital gown. I remember I was still reciting poetry with one of 
the nurses who could match me stanza for stanza—as I went under. 
I have only a recollection of glaring lights, then of tubes rammed 
in my throat. When I Patina consciousness I was back in my bed 
and another nurse was feeding me spoonfuls of cracked ice. I was 
startled now to find that behind the mask I was in a fantastic world. 
Before the operation I had had some of the visual disturbances 
common when you are blind-folded, but this was totally different. 
Beforemy eyes rose real scenes, setin anew world—scenes so breath- 
takingly lovely that for a moment I actually wondered if I had 
passed on during the operation—that this was another world. 

A vast dome greater than the heavens was before me. The scenes 
within it shifted about. I remember especially one of snow-capped 
mountains that in comparison made the Alps seem like dirty foot- 
hills, There were autumn pictures alive and blazing with colors I 
am sure no one else ever has seen. Majestic ivory pillars rose to a 
heaven filled with immense, luminous stars. People came by. They 
were real people but no one I knew. They were friendly and pleas- 
ant and their faces came close to me and smiled as in a movie close- 
up. There were Indians sitting in a circle around a campfire. I knew 
Iwas not delirious for I had carried on a conversation with the nurse 
and I had listened to the radio. But still the changing pictures, like 
an endless travelog in strange, bright new Technicolor, dazzled and 
fascinated me. And the lights. They were strong enough to drive 
one mad, yet there was no escape from them. What use to try to 
blink when my eyelids already were down? I couldn’t duck for I 
could not move my head. In panic I found the lights would come 
often and with no warning.

When I told this to my nurse she said that everyone has visual 
disturbances with this operation, although people are affected in 
different ways. Some persons don’t see colors, but find themselves 
in a subdued gray world of odd shapes and forms. I told her about 
the pictures and how beautiful they were, and she assured me that 
I was fortunate. She had had patients who had seen horrible things. 
One had seen black cats the size of horses; before the nurses could 
stop him he had tried to climb up the bathroom pipes to escape. 
The lights gradually diminished in intensity and after a week or so 
became more bearable. By the end of the second week the pictures 
had lost some of their recognizability as scenes and had turned into 
kaleidoscopic forms of brilliant and magnificent design.

completely blacked out. In the right side there was the barest pin 
prick in the solid black glass, put there to help me keep my eye look- 
ing straight ahead, The goggles were made to fit so no other light 
could come in. By now the blocks had been removed from the bed, 
so I no longer lay on an uphill slant. But I was still flat on my back. 
Looking at the ceiling I could see a tiny grayish moon. That was to 
be my eyesight for the next few months, and again I had to fight 
back the tears. Then I became ashamed. I knew now what it is to be 
blind, and I was one of the fortunate ones who would see again. 

When I heard that in a few days I was to make the grand tour 
down the corridor I looked forward to it with genuine dread. Besides 
the uncertainty of blindness, I knew I must not stumble, for a jolt 
would mean disaster. I prayed that the nurses who would hold me 
would be strong. I knew that it could be done for I had heard the 
other detached retina case make his initial tour the day before. I 
had heard a slow shuffle, nervous laughter and nurses joking with 
him and calling him “Moses.” I remember realizing that men under- 
going this operation cannot be shaved. 


Mask for Halloween 


MADE two nerve-racking excursions down the corridor before 

I was allowed to go home. Since I have never seen the corridor 
I wonder if it is really as long as it seemed. I had begged to go home 
for Halloween. I knew the children would get a kick out of my ar- 
rival home on that day, particularly in my black mask. Lying in the 
ambulance, masked, I was driven slowly and carefully all the way 
from the hospital in Washington to my home in Kensington, Md., 
a distance of about 10 miles. I was carried on a stretcher upstairs 
to my bed. Although I could not see, I could feel and I could hear, 
There was the delicious sensation of being in familiar surroundings, 
the sound of excited happy voices of those dearest to me, that won- 
derful feeling of being home. 

I was to stay in bed most of the time, but I could sit up at intervals, 
and I could practice walking with a pair of good strong arms for 
support. During the day I could wear the pin-point glasses they 
gave me in the hospital, but I still had to wear the mask at night. 
I could not bend over or try to look down; I had to keep looking 
straight ahead. I could not sneeze or cough. I could not stumble or 
get any jolts. I still had to eat soft foods and still had to be fed. 

About 10 days later my husband helped me down the stairs and 
I ate at the table with the fami'y. Even if I couldn’t see I was de- 
termined to feed myself. After the food was cut up I lifted my plate

Inever did see my hair but I could tell by feel how matted it was. 
One of my sandbags had sprung a leak in the hospital and my hair 
was caked with it.

I was 
allowed to brush my teeth gently, too. If you have ever gone six 
weeks without brushing your teeth you can understand how good 
that felt. 

My strength returned slowly because I had to sit and lie still so 
much of the time. I sat most of the day staring at the little moon, 
and at night went back to the mask and the strange little world 
behind it—a world that by now was only a dome filled with black 
and silver designs studded with turquoise stones. The blazing lights 
were a thing of the past. 

The children took an excited and protective interest in all these 
proceedings, and hurried home from school to talk and read to me. 
A wonderful older sister had come from the West to run the house- 
hold and help me around. Then one day I found I could pick out old 
tunes on the piano, tunes I hadn't played since the 1920s, and 
which, of course, are now popular. That gave me something definite 
to do that required neither sight nor much exertion. 

Asa Christmas present I was allowed to wear my old glasses, leave 
off the mask at night and move my head from side to side to sleep. 
As a special treat my hair was washed in the bathtub. Because the 
pupil of the eye that had been operated on was to be kept fully 
dilated by drops for another six weeks, my general vision was defi- 
nitely queer. Everyone looked tall aaa skinny, with elongated heads 
ending in a peak. But it was a thrill to see my family, friends and 
familiar surroundings even though they looked quite unfamiliar. 

In early January I took over the household with part-time help. 
I wanted to have to do things again, even if many things had to be 
left undone. If I dropped anything it had to wait until someone could 
pick it up for me—and I dropped a lot of things because I was still 
weak and J had little conception of distances. I can’t count the times 
I thought I was breaking an egg into the skillet and instead was 
breaking it onto the floor. For Valentine’s Day I was fitted for new 
glasses and I was told I could now let the pupil begin its return to 
normal size. That meant also that I could get out of captivity—I 
could see a movie, go to church, read a little, go to a few parties. But 
I still had to be very careful. 

Today I find I can lead a fairly normal life. It is true I can’t do 
all the things I used to do. I can do no strenuous lifting, bending 
over or stretching. And I still have some distortion of vision, a con- 
dition that will never disappear completely. But I am so grate- 
ful that I am not blind that this matters little to me. Looking at 
me you would not know anything had happened. My only scar, if 
you could call it that, isa cauliflower left ear—a reminder of my bout 


with the sandbags.

OF GREAT ARTISTS 


Some artists have been inspired by parsnips, others by war, others simply 
by a quality of light. But many of them, to the horror of conventional 
moralists, were inspired by indecorous women. This admirable circum- 
stance has given the world some magnificent paintings that have endured 
far longer than the outraged gossip which attended their first appearance. 

From the standpoint of the strict moralist, few things could be more 
shocking than the lovely painting by Fra Filippo Lippi on page 108. Here 
is a pretty woman, a nun who was seduced by Lippi, a monk, who then 
has the impious effrontery to paint her as the Holy Virgin. But that was 


how Fra Filippo Lippi thought of her—he did not intend to be impious. 

Most of the other artists whose great works appear on the next nine 
pages had similarly unorthodox relationships with their women—their 
loves were not usually their wives but their mistresses. Few bothered to 
make any pretense about it, although some, like Rembrandt, would glad- 
ly have married their mistresses if circumstances had permitted. But in 
the paintings themselves there is a quality of innocence of the evil intent 
to sin, Because of that, the women who were called immoral when alive 
are now called immortal, and will be as long as paint and canvas last. 


REMBRANDT’S FAITHFUL SERVANT GIRL 


Unlike most artists Rembrandt had his brief period of fame and recogni- 
tion first and his long, miserable struggle afterward. In 1656 Rembrandt's 
first wife was dead, he had lost his fine house and his patrons in Amster- 
dam and he was living in the slums on herrings and gin. The woman who 
shared his poverty was Hendrickje Stoffels, a peasant girl who had come 
into his house as a servant and remained as his mistress. She was unedu- 
cated, even stupid, but she understood his genius and devoted her life to 
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it. Rembrandt painted her over and over again—as Venus, as Flora, as 
Bathsheba, as Woman Bathing (opposite page), as the model in The 
Painter's Study (above). She nursed him, sobered him up, cleaned the 
filthy clothes on which he wiped his brushes, bore him a daughter. Her 
understanding and kindness were so great that Rembrandt's legitimate 
son Titus, the only child who survived his first marriage, became almost 
as devoted to his unorthodox stepmother as did Rembrandt himself.

‘THE EXPRESS STARTS THROUGH THE SIMPLON TUNNEL 


VACATIONERS TAKE OVER 
FIRST PART OF THE TRIP 


On the first lap of its run the Simplon-Orient Express seems like its own 
prewar self, Six hours out of Paris, crowded with boisterous passengers 
bound for vacations in Switzerland and Italy, the train is skimming 
along the green shores of Lake Geneva (opposite), curving past the 
turreted castle that Byron made famous in his Prisoner of Chillon. 
‘Along with the vacationers are a few businessmen, some somber gen- 
tlemen unmistakably branded as diplomats by their Homburgs and 
briefcases, and nervous diplomatic clerks (below, left). 

In Switzerland, Correspondent Rowan sat beside a Belgian busi- 
nessman who was bound for Yugoslavia. “Soon we will see if Monsieur 
Tito wants to buy bricks!” he exclaimed dramatically. A U.S. State 
Department courier overheard him. “I don’t know much about busi- 
ness,” he said, “but you can tell a lot about these countries by the food 
and drink they serve as the train goes through. In France and Italy you 
get wine and beer. That's the way the people seem—light and bubbly. 
But in Yugoslavia you get that liquid dynamite, Rakia. Just like the 
‘Jugs’—real rugged. They're certainly the guys to buy bricks.” 

A few hours later, after passing through the Simplon Tunnel, the 
train jogged along toward Trieste.

EAMES DESIGNS FOR BEAUTY 
AND FOR THE FAMILY BUDGET 


In 1945, when he introduced the first versions of what has since become 
celebrated as “the Eames chair’ (inset), Charles Eames had behind 
him 38 years of useful but relatively undistinguished life. St. Louis- 
born, he had studied architecture at Washington University, practiced 
for a while, taught and worked at Michigan’s Cranbrook Academy of 
Art with the famed Saarinen father and 
son team, designed sets for the movies 
and body-fitting plywood splints for the 
Navy. The first chairs he fashioned were 
based on modernism’s familiar premises 
of simple beauty and functional comfort, 
butalso on one other: that they be very in- 
expensive to manufacture, a form of sim- 
plicity which is seldom sought after by 
most modern designers. The chair’s pop- 
ularity started slowly, then snowballed 
(“the sitting sensation of modern de- 
sign,” rhapsodized one decorating maga- 
EARLY CHAIR is of mold- zine) until it is now selling at the remark- 
ed plywood, adjusts to body. able rate of 3,000 a month, 
A vague businessman, Eames does not 
knowhow much money his chair hasmade 
for him. As they came in, the profits have been plowed back into the 
small factory at nearby Venice where the chairs are assembled and into 
his studio, where he works with his wife and a handful of associates on 
furniture, house and industrial d is. Eames is so interested in mak- 
ing the products of his drawing board available at the lowest cost that 
the modest retail price of his newest chair ($32.50) bothers him. Al- 
though he designed not only the chair but some of the wood-working 
methods which helped make it inexpensive to produce, he guiltily feels 
that it should sell for less. 

He recently brought out a new line of “‘case goods” (bookcases, cab- 
inets, dressers) whose steel, wood and plastic panel construction notice- 
ably resembles his new house. He has other ideas developing about 
which he is taciturn, although one of them is an assembled two-bed- 
room house to cost $6,000. 

Eames likes to say his job is “the simple one of getting the most of 
the best to the greatest number of people for the least.” Few men are so 
earnestly dedicated to their jobs. To feed an insatiable interest in the 
looks of things, he and his wife take frequent sleeping-bag trips into 
the surrounding seaside and desert areas collecting weeds, rocks and 
driftwood whose appearance they want to study. They decorate their 
home with Chinese fans, Indian blankets and golden eggs for the same 
reason. Eames has a distaste for the superfluous which sometimes even 
affects his speech: “Take chair by wall,” he may invite a visitor. Com- 
mented awed Movie Director Billy (Sunset Boulevard) Wilder, “He 
even has the guts to sit there and be quict if he hasn't anything to say.”

IHE Jew has no single organized church. 

He has no priests. The concept of sal- 

vation by faith is alien to his mind, 
Yet he has deep religious convictions which 
run like golden threads through all Jewish 
history. For him Judaism is a way of life, 
here and now. He does not serve his God 
for the sake of reward, for the fruit of the 
good life is the good life. Thus his answers 
about the nature of his religious beliefs are 
peu different from the answers made 
by Christians. 

Judaism around the world is marked by 
diversity of practice and latitude of faith. 
But for all the degrees of divergence on de- 
tail, a great common denominator of faith 
unites most American Jews. This unique 
agreement is not imposed from the top down 
upon the congregations because the Jew ac- 
knowledges no supreme ecclesiastical au- 
thority, but rather it wells up from the depth 
of the Jewish heart, nourished in the long 
history of an ancient people. 

In the days of ancient Israel the priest- 
hood at Jerusalem laid down the law for 
all Jews. Then, in 586 B.C., Nebuchadnez- 
zar besieged Jerusalem, demolished Solo- 
mon’s Temple and carried the Jews into ex- 
ile in Babylon. With their Temple and their 
priesthood gone, the Jews in the strange new 
communities where they found themselves 
formed voluntary assemblages for common 
worship and study of the law. These congre- 
gations were called synagogues, quite free 
and independent of one another. This in- 
stitution proved so valuable that it has been 
continued to this day as the method of Jew- 
ish worship. It also provided the basic pat- 
tern for the churches which, after Paul, the 
Christians set up and developed along more 
unified lines, Among the Jews, however, the 
synagogue has survived in its pristine form. 
Any 10 adult male Jews today can establish 
a congregation. 

‘The congregation’s rabbi is a teacher, not 
a priest. Without any vested ecclesiastical 
authority, he is not even necessary to the 
functioning of the synagogue. Any male Jew 
with sufficient knowledge of the prayers and

the laws can conduct a religious service, offi- 
ciate at marriages and bury the dead. Dur- 
ing the war, although more than half the 
rabbis of the country volunteered to be 
chaplains and 311 actually served in uni- 
form, they could not begin to cover the mul- 
titudinous units in which Jews were found. 
Consequently, on many of the battlefronts 
of Europe and on remote Pacific Islands, 
Jewish officers and enlisted personnel offi- 
ciated at religious exerc 


N the central fortress of Jewish spirituality, 

the Torah is the repository for the Law 
Judaism. Torah embraces a triple mean- 
ing. Primarily it is the Sacred Scrolls found 
in every synagogue. These are contained in 
n ornamental ark which, whenever possible, 
is built into the wall of the structure so that 
when the congregation faces it they look to- 
ward Jerusalem's Holy Temple. This is an 
abiding reminder of the biblical Ark of the 
Covenant in which the Tablets of the Law 
were carried. The Torah serolls are written 
hy hand on parchment, fastidiously and of- 
ten beautifully done by one who is usually 
a descendant of generations of scribes. In 
1908 when the synagogue of which this writ- 
er is now minister burned down, an Irish po- 
liceman dashed to the ark and seized the 
Torah, He handed it to the rabbi who was 
rushing up to the building. “Here,” he said, 
“T saved your crucifix.” Well, the Jews have 
no crucifix, but the policeman had the right 
idea: the scrolls are the most sacred symbols 
of Judaism. 

Torah has a second meaning: the Penta- 
teuch, the first five books of the Bible: Gen- 
esis, Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers, Deuter- 
onomy. These books are the acknowledged 
foundation of Judaism, containing the prin- 
ciples of the faith, the Ten Commandments, 
the golden rule, the laws of holiness. The 
Pentateuch is at once the biography of the 
greatest Jew of all time—Moses—and the 
history of the formation of the Jewish na- 
tion and the development of its faith. It runs 
the whole gamut of Jewish spiritual experi- 
ence from the sublime poetry of the crea- 
tion narrative to the minutiae of the dietary 
laws. So precious is the Pentateuch to the 
Jews that they divide it into fixed weekly 
portions and read them on every Sabbath 
and holy day in the year. When the sacred 


round is completed, there is the gay festival 
of Simchas Torah (“rejoicing in the law”) 
at which the last verses of Deuteronomy 
are followed by the first verses of Genesis, 
symbolizing the eternal cycle of the law, 

Finally, "Torah means teaching, learning, 
doctrine. If a Jew says, “Let us study To- 
rah,” he might be referring to the Penta- 
teuch or to the Prophets or to the Talmud or 
any of the sacred writings. He is certainly 
referring to the first obligation of the Jew to 
study God’s ways and requirements as re- 
vealed in Holy Wnt. 

For a Jew the educational process begins 
at the age of 5. According to tradition, a drop 
of honey is placed on the first page the child 
is to learn to read; he kisses it, thus begin- 
ning an association of pleasantness which is 
expected to last through life, When most of 
the world was illiterate, every Jewish boy 
could read and by 13 was advanced in the 
study of a complex literature. Thus arose the 
love of learning, the keenness of intellect to 
be found among so many Jews. 

For all his love of learning for its own 
sake, the religious Jew finds much more in 
the Torah than burdensome legalism, It is an 
unending source of inspiration and practical 
help to him, He begins and ends the day with 
prayers. He thanks God before and after 
every meal, even when he washes his hands. 
All his waking day the traditional Jew wears 
a ritual scarf beneath his outer garments as 
a reminder of God’s nearness and love. There 
prescribed prayers for birth, circum- 
ion, marriage, illness, death. Even the 
appearance of a rainbow evokes an ancient 
psalm of praise, In effect, law means the 
sanctification of life. 

Jews never regarded the codification of 
law as a strait jacket. One basic device keeps 
it fluid: the oral law which supplemented 
the written law and was subject to emen- 
dation, interpretation, adaptation. For ex- 
ample the ancient Torah says, “An eye for 
an eye.” In itself this was an advance over 
the laws of the surrounding tribes which 
usually prescribed death for the taking of an 
eye. Nevertheless the sages were not con- 
tent to let this law stand. They said that the 
intent of the law was to compel the offender 
to pay in damages the accepted equivalent 
for the loss of an eye. Thus the written law 
was not repudiated but became the basis 
of a sensible adaptation to the realities of

For 24 of its 102 years the Temple B'rith 
Kodesh in Rochester, N.Y. has had Dr. Phil- 
ip Bernstein, a Reform Jew, as its rabbi. In 
1942, however, he went on leave of absence 


to direct the entire Jewish chaplains pro- 
gram; he later helped resettle Jewish DPs. 


In 1947 he returned to Rochester. Last June

human society. As another example, the Torah proclaimed, “Re- 
member the Sabbath day to keep it holy.” Jews observed this com- 
mandment with the greatest seriousness, but in the oral law the 
rabbis evolved a whole series of necessary exceptions. They said 
the Sabbath could be violated to bring help. to the sick or to defend 
oneself against attack. They formulated it into a principle, stating 
long before Jesus was born that the Sabbath was made for man, 
not man for the Sabbath. 

The central prayer of Judaism is the Shema: “Hear, O Israel, the 
Lord our God, the Lord is One.” This is the heart of every Jewish 
service. More, it is recited by the Jew when he believes death is 
approaching. Together with “Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart,” it is to be found in printed form in the Mezu- 
zah, the little tubed case placed on the doorposts of the homes of 
observant Jews, a constant reminder of God's presence and a sign 
of the Jewishness of the inhabitants. 

The Shema and its concomitant prayers, including “Thou shalt 
neighbor as thyself,” originated in antiquity. Original- 
affirmation of God’s unity was a protest against idolatry: 
the entire history of the Hebrews in Palestine is marked by the 
between the prophets who spoke for the one God and 
the back-sliding people who preferred visible idols to the invisible 
Jehovah, Following Paul, the Shema took on a new significance. 
Although Jews are able, if they wish, to understand Jesus, the Jew 
of Nazareth, they have never been able to understand or accept 
the idea of the Trinity. Thus from the beginning of the Christian 
era to this day, the Shema has been the rallying point of Jewish 
loyalty confronting the persecution or the blandishments of a 
daughter religion. 

For the modern American Jew two meanings have emerged which, 
while not new, are current in their emphasis. The first, suggested 
by the writings of Albert Einstein, is, in effect, the scientific confir- 
mation of the unity of God which binds the atom to the stars in 
universal law. The advances in human knowledg y 
comed by the Jew, seem to vindicate his basic belief in the oneness 
of the universe. 

From God to man, from His Fatherhood to our brotherhood— 
this is the second meaning of the Shema to modern Jews. The con- 
cept of human oneness has always been an integral element in the 
Jewish religious outlook. Frequently this has been misunderstood 
because of the Jews’ insistence on remaining a distinctive group. 
‘The Jew has never believed that brotherhood means regimenta- 
tion, the elimination of differences or the stifling of minorities. Lov- 
ing your neighbor as yourself, he believes, requires respect for dif- 
ferences. One of the great rabbis who lived more than two thousand 
years ago said that the most important statement in the Bible was 
not the Ten Commandments nor the golden rule but “This is the 
book of the generations of man.” To the Jews themselves the Scrip- 
tures were not the heritage of a single people but of all humanity.

HE prayer which after the Shema has the deepest hold on all 
Jews is the Kaddish. In actual practice it is the prayer honoring 
the dead, recited for a year after the death of a loved one and on 
the anniversaries thereafter. Its solemn phrases exalt the name of 
God and pray for the coming of His Kingdom. “Exalted and hal- 
lowed be the name of God throughout the world. . May His 
Kingdom come, His will be done.” There is no doubt that Jesus 
spoke this ancient prayer in the synagogue and that it became the 
basis for the Lord’s Prayer. 
Though honoring the dead, the Kaddish does not make specific 
the Jewish attitude toward immortality. For the Jews have never 
agreed on what happens after death. Most Jews of recent centuries

have recited the Credo of Maimonides, the 12th Century physician- 
philosopher who affirmed the physical resurrection of the dead. 
But the hearts of many stricken Jews have also echoed the Jament 
of Job: “As the cloud is consumed and vanisheth away so he that 
goeth down to the grave shall come up no more.” Modern Jews 


have tended increasingly less to believe in physical resurrection. 
This probably accounts for the increasing trend toward crema- 
tion which is found among non-Orthodox Jews. Among American 


Jews the Kaddish is returning more to its original meaning, our 
acknowledgment of God’s rule and readiness to leave our ultimate 
fate in His hands, 


HE catechism of the Jew is his calendar,” said Samson Raphael 
Hirsch, 19th Century German rabbi. One can Jearn more about 
the mainsprings of the Jew’s spirituality from the cycle of year 
round observances than from any formal statement of faith. In 
these are revealed his habits of thought and feeling, his historic 
memories and patterns of religious conduct. 
In the annual cycle of religious observances followed by Ameri- 
can Jews, the new year begins in the early fall—th 
According to traditional biblical chronology, this week begins 
11th year since creation. The advent of the New Year is 
ed in a spirit far removed from the festivities of Jan. 1. It ush- 
na 10-day period of penitence, culminating in the fast of Yom 
Kippur and dedicated to spiritual stock-taking. What is man? What 
is our life? What will be our fate? Some Jews have believed |i 
ally, others metaphorically, that on the new year the books of life 
pread open before the Great Judge. In this period of judgment 
it is determined “who shall live and who shall die, who shall be at 
rest and who shall wander, who shall be tranquil and who shall be 
harassed, who shall become poor and who shall wax rich, who shall 
be brought low and who shall be exalted.” 
This holy-day period is pervaded with a solemn appraisal of the 
facts of our frail human existence. No attempt is made to gloss over 
the evils of life. God’s ways may be inscrutable, but ultimately they

are accepted as just. Therefore the fear of the Lord is the beginning 
of wisdom. Judaism offers no easy way to God. No son has been 
sent down to lead us to Him. No mediator intercedes for us. In the 
final accounting there is a purely personal relationship between the 
individual and his God. This is an awesome responsibility. Need 
we wonder, then, that this penitential period is known as the Days 
of Awe? Even the blowing of the Shofar, the ram’s horn, which 
from biblical times has announced the New Year, penetrates into 
the heart of the modern Jew and causes it to tremble. 

‘The climax is reached on Yom Kippur. Like all Jewish holidays 
it begins at sundown, for Jews follow the biblical pattern of crea- 
tion: “’There-was evening and there was morning, one day.” The 
service opens with the Kol Nidre chant. This is the most stirring, 
the most haunting melody in the entire religious experience of Jews. 
The words are a plea for the absolution of vows made under du- 
ress the preceding year—a plea that was poignantly meaningful 
at the time of forced conversions of Jews to Christianity during 
the Middle Ages. 

After the evening service some Jews remain in the synagogue all 
night and stay on until the services conclude at sundown the next 
day. Most American Jews, however, go back to their homes after 
the evening prayers and return the next morning to remain for the 
entire day, Fulfilling an ancient injunction, they fast for 24 hours 
—an act of self-discipline reminding them of their human frailty 
and of their dependence on God. 


'HE spiritual concern of Yom Kippur is with our human sin- 

fulness—but what is sin? To answer this question we must go 
back to Judaism’s balanced interpretations of the nature of man. 
On the one hand there are no perfect saints in the Jewish tradition. 
Even Moses, the greatest Jew of all time, was denied admittance to 
the promised land because he disobeyed God. But Judaism, on the 
other hand, does not regard man as inherently sinful or depraved. 
Our instinctive drives are considered good because God gave them 
to us. There is no asceticism in Judaism, no retreat to monasteries. 
Celibacy is not required of the rabbis. The rabbis of the Talmud 
maintain that much good has come from our so-called “evil desires.” 
They say that our sex drive has produced love, marriage, the family, 
the perpetuation of the race. Without the acquisitive instinct, they 
claim, homes would not be built, fields would not be tilled. 

In its Hebrew origin the most commonly used word for sin means 
“missing the mark”—the repudiation of God’s commandments. 
There are, it must be added, various formulations of God’s require- 
ments. While the Torah lists 613 commands, Micah reduced them 
to three: ‘'To do justly, to love mercy and to walk humbly before 
God.” How do we walk in God’s way? The answer is given in the 
climactic moment of the Yom Kippur morning service, when the 
rabbi stands before the ark and, aboot to remove the scrolls, prays 
in words proclaimed of old to Moses: “God, merciful, gracious, long- 
suffering, abundant in goodness and ever true.” Such are God’s 
ways, and such must be ours. Atonement must include not only 
rapprochement with God but also expiation toward our fellow men. 

n Yom Kippur, God forgives our sins against Him but not the 
wrongs we have done our fellowmen. Only the penance of restitution 
can clear the way for God’s grace. The rabbis go beyond this and 
say, “Whoever has a sin to confess and is ashamed to do so, let him 
go and do a good deed and he will find forgiveness.” Gemilas Cha- 
sodim—acts of loving-kindness—are associated not only with Yom 
Kippur but with almost every major Jewish holiday. Before Pass- 
over, Jews contribute to Maos Chittim, the fund to provide for the 
holiday needs of poor families. In the Passover ritual the head of 
the household lifts the unleavened bread and recites, “This is the 
bread of affliction which our fathers ate in the land of Egypt. Let 
all who are hungry come and eat. Let all who are in need come and 
celebrate with us.” Significantly the Hebrew word for charity is 
tsedokah, which literally means righteousness. Charitableness is 
not optional; it is an absolute precept of Judaism. Jews may differ 
widely about the methods or the beneficiaries of specific philan- 
thropies. The late Rabbi Wise once said that you cannot get two 
Jews to agree about anything except what a third Jew should give 
to charity. But all Jews are in substantial agreement about their 
obligations to charitableness. 

Jews, like other religionists, have been troubled by the paradox 

,yof man’s sinfulness. Why, if we were created by a good and omnip- 
otent God, do we have and use the capacity to do evil? Judaism has 
no general theological explanation of “sin” such as Christianity 
offers in the doctrine of man’s fall. In the Jewish religion sinning 
is simply a wrong which the individual may or may not commit, 
depending upon his character and free choice. As the rabbis say,

everything is in the hands of God but the fear of God. To free men 
and women, then, the Yom Kippur service brings this great chal- 
lenge: “Behold, I set before thee this day life and good, death and 
evil ... therefore choose life that ye may live.” 

In the atonement process there is a profound mystical element. 
God meets us half way. First, we must acknowledge our wayward- 
ness. He who recognizes his sin has already begun to loosen its hold 
on him, Then, where possible, there must be expiation, restitution. 
Now the Jew is ready for penitent prayers. Many of them are in 
the plural form, “We have sinned, we have done perversely.” Thus 
it is recognized how deeply we are involved in one another's weak- 
nesses and failures. Then, worn with fasting and humble in peni- 
tence, the worshiper may be ready for God’s forgi veness. But God’s 
forgiveness does not come easily. He searches the innermost recesses 
of the heart; no secrets are hidden from Him. His probings make 
His task of forgiveness even more difficult. So on Yom Kippur, say 
the rabbis, even God Himself must pray: 


May my mercy conquer my wrath 
So that I may treat my children with love. 


Jews leave Yom Kippur with a great sense of exaltation. This is 
tempered by a sense of relief, for no one can live continuously on 
that high and exacting level. Again the sense of balance asserts itself. 
After a lapse of only four days the Festival of Tabernacles begins. 
This is a happy fall holiday of thanksgiving. Historically it is asso- 
ciated with the journey through the wilderness when the Israelites 
dwelt in booths. Observant families build a booth, a succah, in their 
yards or porches and even on the roofs of apartment houses. It is 
colorfully decorated with fruits, vegetables, flowers and branches. 
Although used for outdoor dining and for prayers, tradition requires 
an opening in the roof so that the stars may be a visible reminder 
of God’s constant presence and care. 

With winter come two holidays which dramatize a distinctive 
feature of Jewish experience. Chanukah and Purim tell with color- 
ful ceremony of attempts to destroy the Jewish people and of the 
defeat of the persecutors. This recurring emphasis on oppression 
and its overthrow represents a people’s choice of what it wishes to

remember. In this sense, as Thomas Mann has said, character is 
fate. The inner nature of the people leads it to select from its past 
ary for survival and for the perpetuation of its 
specific values. Thus memory shapes its destiny. So Jews have cho- 
sen to remember that always their faith and God’s justice have pre- 
vailed against oppressors—from the age of the pyramids of ancient 
Egypt to the gutted Reichschancellery in Berlin.

before the birth of Jesus. Antiochus desecrated the Jews’ sacred 
Temple, in the year 168 B.C., by the erection of Greek idols, before 
which he ordered the Jews to bow down, Old Mattathias, the priest, 
aroused his people. Shouting “Whosoever is zealous of the Law, 
let him follow me,” he and his son, Judah the Maccabee, led the 
outnumbered and ill-equipped Jews to victory—and to the rededi- 
cation (Chanukah) of their Temple, They found a cruse of oil which, 
according to the account in the First Book of Maccabees, lasted 
eight days. Ever since, the Jews have lit candles in their homes for 
eight days, one the first night, two the second, ete. 


URIM, which usually falls in March, is a folk tale almost de- 

void of religious meaning. In ancient Persia a vizier named Ha- 
man sought to exterminate the Jews for being “different.” His 
wicked designs were thwarted by Queen Esther and her uncle, Mor- 
decai. He who plotted to kill the Jews was himself hanged. The Jews 
have since then celebrated their deliverance on the winter’s days 
chosen by the casting of lots (Purim). The celebration is very gay, 
loud with noisemakers and children masquerading. In Europe it 
was the custom for the rabbi to drink so much wine that, as the 
book was read, he could no longer distinguish between Haman and 
Mordecai. Then Purim was a success. 

Perhaps even more than Chanukah and Purim, Passover is a fes- 
tival of freedom, celebrating the liberation of the ancient Hebrews 
from Egyptian bondage. This first great mass emancipation in re 
corded history has always inspired not only the reverent memo 
of Jews but the imagination of all free mankind. On the American 
Liberty Bell are words not of Washington but of Moses: “Proclaim

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liberty throughout the land to all the inhabitants thereof,” It may 
be safely said that after this first great liberation men were never 
content again to be in chains. 

Each Jew is taught to feel as if he personally had been liberated 
from Egypt. This feeling is imparted chiefly through the Seder, 
the loveliest and most moving of all Jewish ceremonies. For this 
home observance of the first two evenings of Passover, the fam- 
ilies gather from near and far. The atmosphere is festive. The serv- 
ice includes ancient gay songs and games for the children. At a 
dramatic moment during it, the door of the house is thrown open 
for the return of Elijah, the prophet, to bring news of the coming 
of the Messiah, 

The profoundest meaning of Passover is something which sets 
Judaism apart from all other religions, for it marks the birth of a 
nation. Out of a mass of slaves Moses fashioned a nation and gave 
them a faith. From that day, Jews have never ceased to be a people. 
They have not been a sect or denomination. Common memories, 
problems, hopes, common faith have made and kept them a peo- 
ple. Historically this had been taken for granted, In recent years 
some Reform Jews have questioned it, but events have returned 
most of them to the historic tradition. 

Nationhood was the natural state of the ancient Hebrews in their 
own land. But what held them together as a people through the 
19 centuries from the time Titus drove them out until their return 
to Israel in 1948? Certainly their faith was the principal binding 
force. By the time of the dispersion their faith was surrounded by 
a whole rubric of laws and customs which set them apart—and was 
afflicted with a persecution only strengthening their sense of soli- 
darity. Beyond this was the sense of mission: Jews believed they 
were the chosen people. 

This doctrine has lent itself to much misunderstanding. It has 
been compared with the German Nazi or the Russian Communist 
sense of mission. But it has nothing to do with conquest, power, 
glory. Its classic definition was that of the prophet Isaiah, a “suf- 
fering servant.” When the Jews were chosen, they received not a 
crown buta yoke. “You alone have I known; therefore will Ipunish 


you for your iniquities.” Their burden was the acceptance of ex- 
acting responsibility, their goal the realization of God’s justice— 
first in their own nation and then in the life of all humanity. A 
people that is so chosen (or, as some Jewish modernists believe, so 
chose) to be witnesses of the living God must live with a sense of 
special mission that sets them apart. They discourage intermar- 
riage; by belief and custom they remain a distinctive group. This 
exacts a price, often a terrible one, for many men do not under- 
stand those who seem determinedly different. What they do not 
understand, they fear; what they fear, they hate. Out of this fear 
and hate have ever come persecution and pogroms—ever making 
service and suffering one for the Jews. 

There is some difference between the Jewish and the Christian 
concepts of the suffering servant. According to the Jews, the proph- 
et Isaiah was depicting the twofold role of the Jewish people: testi- 
mony and martyrdom. According to the Christian tradition, the 
Prop et was announcing the coming of Christ. Jews see noreasons for 
crediting the prophet with the anticipation of an event which, in 
their opinion, did not occur, namel ly, the Messiahship of Jesus. 

Why did the Jews reject Jesus? The answer is that they have 
never done so. We do not know from any contemporary Jewish 
sources what the Jews thought about the young carpenter from 
Galilee who died on a hill overlooking Jerusalem. There is not a 
single reference to him in any existing Jewish document of that 
period. Was this a conspiracy of silence? Possibly, but probably 
not. Those were very turbulent times. The Jews, under the heel 
of Rome, were seething with discontent. Zealots rose all over the 
land. To break the spirit of rebellion, Emperor Tiberius sent his 
most ruthless procurator, Pontius Pilate, to enforce order and obe- 
dience on the ete. The records show that he put thousands of Jews 
to death for actual or potential rebellion. The names of most of 
them are unknown. It is quite likely that the crucifixion (which 
was the common Roman practice) of a young zealot from Galilee 
was lost in the whole troubled sea of unrecorded suffering. 

Only later when Paul fashioned a new religion around Jesus, the 
Christ, did Jews take cognizance of him. Then they rejected not 
Jesus, the Jewish teacher, but Christ, the Messiah. There were, for 
them, definite criteria for the advent of the Messiah. He was to 
usher in the Messianic Kingdom of justice, truth and peace—but 
after Jesus wars, oppression, corruption continued as before. The 
Jews were also especially repelled by the claim that Jesus had ful- 
filled the law, which thenceforth could be disregarded. Paul found 
this necessary in order to make the new and still Jewish religion 
palatable to the Romans. How could they be expected to under- 
take the burden of Jewish laws, 613 of them in the Torah alone? 
It was announced that the advent of Christ had canceled the 
law. This made the acceptance of the new faith utterly impossible 
for the Jews, to whom the Torah was the foundation of all faith. 


cepts with which the Church fathers buttressed and embel- 
lished the new faith as they spread it through the pagan Roman 
world. Completely alien to Jewish thought were such ideas as Im- 
maculate Conception, virgin birth, the Trinity, the Holy Ghost, 
vicarious atonement, the “fall.” The religion of Jesus was under- 
standable to them; it was Jewish. The religion about Jesus was 
beyond their recognition. 

Over the centuries the Jewish attitude toward Jesus has been 
conditioned by another factor: Christian persecution. The stub- 
born intransigence of the Jews in their faith has always seemed to 
many Christians a challenge crying for some kind of retaliation 
or at least retort. But, as anti-Semitism in recent times has become 
less religious than political, Jews in turn have felt more able to 
accept Jesus’ role in their own history. Jesus’ basic teachings have 
been found to be Jewish. His stature is that of the Hebrew prophet, 
fearless fighter for righteousness. As with Isaiah and Amos before 
him, he did not merely echo his people convictions. Passing 
through the alchemy of his sensitive soul, the ancient beliefs found 
a new emphasis; they received the immortal impress of his lumi« 
nous, loving personality. 

None of this, however, reflects any readiness of Jews to accept 
Jesus as Christ—for, by history and conviction, the Jews have their 
own concepts revolving around the Messianic idea. Here one must 
distinguish between traditional and modernist Jews.

With few exceptions religious 
Jews today bel in the restoration of Israel and the ultimate 
redemption of mankind. To most liberal Jews the solution of the 
historic Jewish problem through the founding of the common- 
wealth of Israel is a step toward the fulfillment of the democratic 
and Messianic aspirations of prophetic Judaism. This return to 
Zion is essentially religious in its motivation, for it is charged with 
a profound mystic conviction that thus will the Jews again make 
a contribution to mankind, Nearly 4,000 years ago a tribe emerged 
from the desert and attached itself to the soil of Palestine. This 
union of land and people received a divine blessing. From it came 
Moses and Jesus, Judaism and Christianity, the Ten Command.

The Jews are, in the prophet’s arresting phrase, “Prisoners of 
Hope.” The Jewish outlook is deeply and abidingly optimistic, pro- 
gressive, forward-looking. A people that has endured so much 
Kesows Ghietit,canymrtiveimires-Hope-wella frontal i & good 
God whose ways may sometimes be obscure but whose justice and 
goodness are ultimately triumphant. It inspires Jews constantly 
to strive for a better world, to be in the thick of moyements for 
social reform, Even the nonreligious Jewish radical, who may ig- 
nore his Jewishness, is the product of its Messianic fervor. 
Until the modern world emancipated the Jew from the ghetto, 
the Torah was the established basis of his life. He lived in a world of 
his own where the law could be observed without complications. 
Once he emerged into modern society, however, the whole founda. 
tion of his life was shaken, and the observances of his beliefs seemed 
in ever sharper conflict with the world about him, Some Jews ac- 
cordingly became indifferent to the demands of their faith, and this 
process was abetted by the steady secularization of life in America. 
Some have outspokenly repudiated it; others sought to disappear as 
Jews, simply to melt into the general environment. Still others, a 
small number, chose to go to Palestine, where one can live, they 
believe, a completely uncomplicated life as a Jew.

majority of the American Jews continue to be loyal to Judaism in 
principle, see no reason for surrendering their distinctive beliefs 
and observances, and plan to live their lives out in this land which 
they love and where their roots are deep. What about them? 

‘They give a threefold answer—Orthodox, Reform and Conserv- 
ative. Orthodox Jewry still maintains in principle the absolute 
authority of the revealed Torah. Adaptation there may be, but the 
basic law is unchangeable and inviolable. Nevertheless Orthodox 
Jews face the same problems in the modern world as do the others. 
For them a new but old answer is proposed, the convoking of a San- 
hedrin. In the days of the Second Temple a supreme court was set 
up, consisting of 71 priests and scholars who adjudicated cases on 
the basis of the Torah. The high priest was the president and be- 
came in consequence the chief authority in the Jewish nation, This 
body was empowered to adapt the law to changing conditions. Lat- 
er, with the dispersion of the Jews, the Sanhedrin ceased to func- 
tion. Then Napoleon with his bold imagination convoked a new 
Sanhedrin with the intent of adjusting Jews to their emancipation 
in Europe. It w: ful because the Jews 
were not free to n 
Maimon, Israel's Minister for Religi 's 
ing appeal to Israel's leading rabbis to discuss the pos 
establishing the Sanhedrin. It is too early to know whether such a 
nhedrin will be convoked to unfreeze Jewish law, but its possibil- 
ities are interesting. Will it permit Orthodox Jews to ride in auto- 
mobiles sabbath, now forbidden? Will it permit them to turn 
on electric lights on the Sabbath, now forbidden? For the Orthodox, 
in any eyent, the authority of revealed law has remained and will 
remain the foundation of Judaism. 

Reform Jews follow an entirely different line. They maintain that 
Judaism is the sum of the evolving religious experience of the Jew- 
ish people. It is and always has been subject to change. By their 

for example, the observance of ancient dietary laws is op- 
tional. The Reformers permit men and women to sit together in 
men may shave their faces; the New Year is ob- 
Jay, not two. 
The net result of these changes has been a watering-down of Re- 
form Judaism. Responsible leadership has awakened to the fact that 
a heritage so diluted cannot sustain loyalty or be effectively passed 
on to a new generation. Accordingly Reform has begun to move 
back toward the center. Discarded traditions have been re-estab- 
lished; religious warmth, color, discipline have been partly restored. 


ON 


ERVATIVE Judaism is a midway house. Arriving later 
ne, it sought to avoid the extremes of the 
reconciling tradition to American conditions without 
compromising its integrity. Of late the difference in observance be- 
tween many Conservative and Reform Jews has narrowed very 
much, and there have been proposals advanced for merging the two 
groups. Such would certainly seem to be the trend in the Recon- 
structionist movement, which is a radical wing within Conserva- 
tive Judaism but secures some support from traditional Reformers 
and modern Orthodox as well. Though each synagogue of each 
branch of American Jewry is autonomous, there are some associa- 
tions of congregations in this country whose purpose is the promo- 
tion of denominational programs. The Union of Orthodox Jewish 
Congregations of America numbers 500 members, though many 
Orthodox synagogues have no national affiliation, With the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations are affiliated 408 Reform con- 
gregations. The United Synagogue of America includes 400 Consery- 
ative congregations. But these associations are always optional and 
voluntary and have no power at all to command. Throughout Amer- 
ica the Jewish congregations are served by approximately 2,000 rab- 
bis of whom half are Orthodox, some 600 Reform and the remaining 
400 in the Conservative rabbinate. . 

All the modern debate concerning Jewish law and its application 
is related to the final holiday, Shavuos, the Feast of Weeks, Ob- 
served in the late spring, it was originally a festival celebrating the 
gathering in of the first harvest. In the course of time, like most 
Jewish holidays, it came to be associated with an historic event— 
in this case the giving of the Torah on Mount Sinai. The poetic im- 
agination of the Jew has embroidered this scene with haunting 
beauty and with universal meaning. 

For Reform Jews, Shavuos has become the logical occasion for 
confirming Jewish youth in the faith of their forefathers when, after 
8 to 10 years of study, they are deemed worthy of standing before 
the sacred ark and being accepted into the company of adult Jews.

At this ceremony of confirmation the whole great heritage of 
Judaism is summoned to mind, with a poignant sense of immediacy 
evoked by the Jews’ ever keen sense of history and memory of suf- 
fering, It is, for both the old and the young generations, a moment 
at once of sorrowful reflection and sober dedication. 

For my son Stephen and myself, this moment and ceremony came 
Jan. 25, 1947 in Frankfurt, Germany. It was a singularly provoc- 
ative place for such a ceremony—the ruins of one of the most bat- 
tered cities of Germany, but a city whose centuries, long before the 
Nazis, were enriched by the traditions of a great Jewish commu- 
nity, bright with names like Rothschild, Speyer and Ehrlich. Here, 
in the charge which I delivered to my son, 1 summed up the spirit 
which animates my beliefs: 

“We are surrounded by memories today, by tragic memories of 
agreatness that was and isnomore, and of a people who are no longer 
among the living. But, that is of the past. The very fact that we are 
phere here to worship this morning is a source of hope for the 

ture. Our eyes confirm the rightness of the prophetic words which 
Stephen just read to us: 


“1 was watching an international 
beauty contest, when suddenly . 


For the sword hath devoured round about thee. 
Why is the strong one overthrown? 
He stood not because the Lord did thrust him down. 


“The oppressor may triumph for a moment, but his house is built 
on sand, It cannot withstand the irresistible moral laws of history. 
And Israel survives. 

“The Lord says: ‘Fear not, for I am with thee.’ That is a mag- 
nificent promise and an imperishable source of hope. It makes me 
proud I am a Jew. Despite the misfortunes of my people, I would 
not excl hange that heritage for anything in the world. 
e which we formally transmit to you today, 
Stephen. When I place my hands upon your head in benediction, 
I will be the humble instrument through which will flow the stream 
of history and memories of the great and the good in Israel, the 
ideals and the aspirations of our people, the strength and the lift of 
our faith, It is something which places upon you a solemn respon- 
sibility to be worthy of its precepts, to be loyal to its ideals, and to 
express them in a life of s
